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The TEC OWL Elongated* serially nuTr.bei.ed for TEC Members, with their membership 
number stamped on the back, is finished«. Limited issue of 250 on cents, and anyone who 

has sent in their advance erd«r on a serially number.! dime, will get one. Dimes are 

being rolled for only those that have ordered them. 

As it would have taken a board action to have the elongated issued and paid for 

by TEC, your president, Dottie Dow, has handled the elongated herself. I was afraid 
we might lose money on it, and right now our new little club couldn't afford to lose 
money. We want to keep money in the treasury to keep giving you a good newsletter, 
and if we find that enough people order the TEC OWL Elongated and that TEC can afford 
to support putting out elongateds for club members only, we will do so, as I do think 
‘this would give an .added attraction to being a member of our.club.' Having elongateds 
for members only, even if it's only 2 a year, 

I'd also like to see a new " ELONGATED MEMBERSHIP COIN CARD" issued every year 
if possible. I'd like to see the next one for TEC to only have the MEMBER'S # stamp¬ 
ed on the back, so as not to detract from the face of the coin, (In case anyone does 

not realize it, it's a lot of work to hand engrave numbers and names on the elongat¬ 
eds. I was happy to do it one year, but it would be a rough task to do every year, 
as our membership is increasing so much, Isn't it wonderful? We already have 162 
members. We have allowed for 250 elongateds on cents because we are hoping it will 
get us some new Members. If ve do hot get C5U members by the end of the year, all 
extra numbers of the TEC OWL elongated, will be destroyed. Any elongateds that are 
not bought by existing members, these elongateds will be held for a reasonable length 
of time, and then auctioned off to the membership of TEC, proceeds to go to TEC. 

LLOYD E. WAGAKAH has tried his hand on hand engraving , he tried it on an elong¬ 
ated for the 1 'Order of" the Eastern Star", ha did a beautiful job. He also very grac¬ 

iously offered to hand engrave an official elongated for"TEC. for our meeting at the 
ANA in MIAMI, FLA, in August. He said he would do it for just his cost, proceeds to 
go to TEC.Elongateds would again be serially numbered. 

We only.want one official elongated for TEC for this meeting, so if anyone else 
had plans on issuing an elongated for TEC, please let me know immediately, other wise 
we will tell LLOYD, full spaed ahead, as this type of thing takes quite a while to 
make up. Remember, it's only 4 months till our 1st Annual Meeting. Lloyd we thank- 
you for so very generous an offer,, I fer one v can realize how much time - goes into 
such - project. 

ARIZONA ELONGATEDS,(Which is just another name for DOTTIE DOW, because I want¬ 
ed it to sound official, and the name tails what I have to sell, "Elongateds", and 
where they were made "Arizona"), had bills ,1-st year of over $1200. more than it 
had income. That was why I was afraid of 'TEC" handling their second elongated. 

RALPH JOBE, our Vice President, donated our first elongated, our "ELONGATED 
MEIIBE^TTTF COIN CARD". He never knew when he mMe the offer, that we'd get so big, 
and believe me, lie's as pleased with our growth as much as I and all of the officers 
are. ALICE MOON, TEC's Secretary-Treasurer really takes the clubs interests to 
heart, as sneTs* always so pleased to send me more members names. I guess TEC's 
growth is surprising every on-o, but if you get a good club started, and have some¬ 
thing to offer the members, a club is bound to grow. The true test will be in Jan. 
1968, when our club dues are duo, and we see h<~w many rejoin. There are always a 
certain number of drop outs, we- sure hope those, for TEC are very few. 

I guess I better bring up some rumors that have been started, (I will not 
embarrass the person by mentioning his name, as he has embarassed me). The rumor 
that has been started, is that I am Incorporated, and pulling in money by the hands 
full. As .1 mentioned previously, my expenses last year, FAR exceeded my income on 
Arizona Elongateds. Arizona Elongateds is soley owned and operated by DOTTIE DOV/ 
period. I am the'only one who can sign checks on the Company. Not even my own 
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husband can sign a check, this worries him, in case something happened to me, but he 
has'his own business, (Sculpting of Medals, and doing real well at it), and I have 
mipe with the elongateds and my book on elongateds. 

I am out to help the lowly collector - "NOT THE 'WH OLESALER 1 *'. Do you know that 

to date only 100 sets of the U. S. State Flag Sets’have been sold? I promised my 

customers when I issued the 51 piece series that I would never wholesale it, and I 
have kept my promise, and ask any Elongated Manufacturer, you can not pay for a die 
by selling 100 pieces at 55<t each, or $25,00 for the set of 51 different. Yes, I'm 
hoping more will be sold, I'd like to get out of the red, but when a Manufacturer 
tells you he will not wholesale an item, you don't have to ask for a limited issue, 
the U.S, State Fl3g Sets prove this. Did you also know that those of you that 
purchased the "AES" elongated, that only 150 of these were issued, and over 50 of 
these were given away as I'm president of AES? I didn't brag about the low mintage 

when I sold them at $1.00 each. Maybe I should have, as I did get a few complaints 

as to the price. 

Did you also know that there have nev>_r been more- than 300 issued of any Ariz. 
Coin Show elongated, and in a lot of cases only 150 to 250? Elongateds do not sell 
well at Phoanix shows, I give away more than I sell, but having them at the show, 
still makes them legal. Did you know that on our horizontal die of Ariz. State 
'Numis. Ass'n. 1966, only 250 were issued, and then the die was re-engraved to in¬ 
clude the word "Banquet"? ‘These were offered at $1.00 each, yet I'll bet I have 
well over 100 left. 

' I am only bringing up these things to you as I believe you have a right to 
know a little bit about your president when rumors arise and if anymore arise don’t 
be afraid to tell me. I'll let you know if they are true. Rumors about me might 
rub off on our club, and I believe this is why the rumors were started. I want 
nothing to happen to our club, except to see" it keep growing the way it is, and I 
know you all feel the same way about it and will do all you can to help. Rumors 
do nothinp but hurt people, and a funny thing is, a lot of times they backfire 11! 

I keep getting letters asking when my next book on elongated coins will be 

out. As I don't have time to answer this in full to all letters, (I get from 5 to 
20 letters a day). I'll answer it here. As much as I love being editor of TEC, it 
does take up a lot of my time. If we hadn't started TEC, I'd have probably had the 
next elongated book ready for the ANA in August. As it is now, it will have to 

come out in 1968. I am trying to find a new editor for TEC. This doesn't mean I 

wouldn't keep writing for TEC NEWS, it just means I'd like to find someone to handle 
it. Pull the loose strings together, type it, mail it out etc. I'd still help on 
the writing end, IF I can find someone to read my scratchy handwriting. I love our 
TEC NEWS, and I love putting it out. I've sat in bed for the last 2 hours writing 
this first part of the Newsletter. The part I dread, is from the actual typing on. 

Between newsletters, I am constantly gathering material for the next Newsletter 
As the last Newsletter was being put into envelopes, I already had half a page of 
copy ready for this one. It's not something that's done in a day. I know I had over 
24 hours in the last Newsletter, an exact estimate is not possible, as I spend an 
hour here, and an hour there, but those hours count up, and this is time taken away 
from getting the next book on elongated coins ready.

Sam 
Vanderhoef, L. Galati, and Kenny Lee, H. C. Schmal, our ass't Editor says remember 
he was there too. New Members received there were: Hy Brown, Alva Christensen, 

S.W. Freeman(Advertising Manager of the Numismatist). Pearl Johnson, and Lee Martin, 
(Director of Advertising of CCINage Magazine). 

There were no displays cf Elongateds at the Convention. Silvia Novak had a 
Columbian Expos, display, in*which she had a few Columbian Expos. Elongateds. 
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REPORT OF RESTRIKE COMMITTEE 
Of 14 questionaires sent cut, 12 have been returned with quite a variety of 
answers. Of those twelve, eleven are ’.actual rollers.• «... 

• The attitude of many of the answers as -to RESTRIKES are rather varied. Some 
hedge and mention other things and details but seem to dislike the word restrike. 

The question of destruction of dies really brought forth a very good variety of 
answers.' Three favor destruction, four favor marking the die someway to indicate a 
restrike, and four are noncommittal on the subject. 

Now that brings up a very serious question. "WHAT is a restrike?". There are 
many pieces that are being rolled' all along and will go on from now till eternity. 
The Lord's Prayers, The Ten Commandments, and the Preamble to the Constitution are 
ageless .and could be rolled indefinitely, any undated piece' could be rolled with¬ 
out being called a restrike at any time as long as the price stays down with the 
newly rolled pieces. BUT, when a piece is Dated, then comes the problem of how long 
shall that particular piece be rolled. 1 year,' 2 year's, 5? How Many? 

As you may have already read in the Jan-Feb issue of TEC NEWS, one of the manu¬ 
facturers, namely, Lloyd E. Wagaman, of Martinsville', Indiana has taken the bull by 
the. horns and has destroyed three of his dies. Two of them are of the 1966 Indiana 
Sesquicentennial and one the Prayer for Peace in Viet Nam. I will agree that the 
Sesqui pieces would be scheduled for destruction, but the Prayer for Peace in Viet 
Nam could have been continued for some time yet as that conflict is still going on 
and it is not time to stop Praying for Peace there. TTthink that he was a bit too 
hasty on that one. I know that he is very sincere in his desire to clean up our 
hobby of its restrikes and“ I do hope that his .action will be noticed by the other 
manufacturers and given some very serious and careful thoughts. 

Some seem to figure on the old adage of "Supply and'Demand". "If you want it, 

I got it or can make it, so pay my price." * 

In modern life as far as necessities-go that may be the rule, but in a HOBBY 
that is what will stop many people,, especially youngsters, from taking it up. A 

hobby is supposed to be for fun and relaxation. Lets keep ours that way.. 

Unfortunately, none of those that answered their questionaires admit to any 
of the older dies of the Fairs and Expositions, but yet there are .some moth, eaten, 
pieces showing up at premium prices. Who is rolling them? Where are the dies? 

Some are in favor of marking the die in some way to show it is a.restrike, by 
dating or such. Nov;, just imagine what the numismatic field would be if the Govern¬ 
ments saved all their dies and reissued them to any one who asked for ...then,.at face 
value or a little over. Where would the interest in the hobby lie?. ‘Anyone would be 
able to have a complete collection for not much more than face value, but what of 
the future? Just a bunch of coins. ... 

Value increases by scarcity. If 2000 pieces are 'available and 1 30.0.0. people 
want some, then there is room for bargaining and trading. If any one can.get a 
copy any time they want one, there is no possibility of any value increase. 

In Government species collecting the mintage more or less controls the value 
of the piece in question. So be it with the elongateds.- If the supply ..is., continu¬ 
ous then the price is low and reasonable, but if the rolling is limited, and the de¬ 
mand is great then the price will fluctuate'. ....... . 

My recommendation to the situation is that a committee consisting of no less 
than five members, two who manufacture and three purely collectors,. b.e formed to 
discuss and formulate a code of ethics in regards to restrikes, If, a. manufacturer 
decides to restrike and the membership agrees to boycott the pieces, then he has a 
bunch of pieces on his hands. 

It is my sincere hope that this survey and Lloyd E. Wagaman's destruction of 
his dies will start this hobby into straightening itself out and building a clean 
and wholesome future that any collector can 'appreciate and want to participate in.

Dear Mr, Wagaman, 

I think we are now on the right track organizing our own group in TEC, I read 
your article today, and I am pleased with your idea cf a limited issue. However, I 
might suggest you roll more than 150, I would say 250, as I think- you should sell at 
least 200, This would leave 50 for a small surplus and will prevent the "SHARPIE", 
from speculating, once the limit is gone'.' ' If you roll 150 and ALL ARE SOLD, and let's 
say I bought 3 of the original 150,.I would.have 2 to speculate on to the fella who 
joins us later and wants one. Now it's a known fact the die is destroyed and none 
available, so now I put a price of $25,00 for mine because where would he get one? 

A collector who has one in his own collection is not going to sell his one piece, so 

if he has 2 or 3 extras, knowing you only rolled 150, he can' speculate on a few extras, 
and this will discoufage any future Collector. I sugget you roll at least 30 to 50 
pcs. more than you think you'll sell initially, and another thing'too, once collectors 
know you are putting out a limited issue, they will buy 2 or 3 and you'll be out of them 
in no time, just like "Proof Sets" .happened in 1964. When people know of a limited 
deal, that's it. You've got a -speculator in there', I can't blame them as it is a 
natural thing to do and if they don't , some one will. At 150 pcs., you will have to 

put a tight control of a limit of-one piece to a collector or 2 pieces. The extra one 

could be used as a trade piece later.when the issue has been exhausted. I recommend 
your thoughts Over the matter and also you could sell them at $1.25 to $1.50 each 
instead of $2,00, Once you establish what the original demand is, and once you have 
that, roll 25 or 30 pieces for reserve, destroy the die, and you will curb the 
speculator. We want to build more interest in Elongateds and yoti can't do it with 
higher prices or a tight limited amounts. I agree that an amount to be rolled should 
be established and if each of you manufacturers will do this, and destroy the die, 
an evaluation can be placed on the coin, thus STANDARDIZING at the same time. 

You're on the right track and keep up on your idea. I think it' can start- some 
kind of control.

MOTHERS 7 * DAY

On May 9, 1914, following the adoption of a resolution by Congress, President 
Wilson issued a proclamation declaring that the second Sunday in May should be ob¬ 
served as Mothers' Day, "As a public expression of our love and reverence for the 
Mothers of our country", 

The idea originated with Miss Anna Jarvis of Philadephia in 1907, and Phila. 
was the first city to observe the day, May 10, 1908. Since then recognition of the 
day had extended rapidly Nationally, as well as all over the U.S. 

The carnation is the symbol of the day. The wearing of a white carnation first 
began in memory of our Martyred President, William McKinley, who always wore this 
favorite flower in honor of his mother. 

While the setting apart of Mothers' Day in this country is"recent, the idea 
may be traced back to ancient times. "Rhea" (also called Cybele), the "Great Mother 
of the Gods" was worshipped in Asia Minor, From Asia these rites were taken to Greece 
and Rome, where they became a part of the "Feast of Hilaria" held on the "Ides of 
March". * 

With the coming of the Christian Era this was replaced by ceremonies of the 
Church. The Virgin Mary became the ".Mother" of the Roman Catholic Faith^ anc j 1 i so 

the "Mother Church" idea 'arose*; 

The only known elongated made to commemorate Mothers' Day is the one of Whistlers 
Mother, put out by Arizona Elongateds.
